tions of colored people, the tract 


| of land known as square 475. 


This tract was used for the pur- 
pose intended until the year 1856, 
when by reason of the growth of 
the city, &c. it became desireable 
to locate elswhere. Consequently, 
Congress passed an act on the 11th 
of August 185g authorizing a sale 
and the reinvestment of the funds 
arising from sach sale, subject to 
the approval of the Secretary of 
the Interior. 

In compliance with this act 
William Slade, acting in behalf of 
the Association in 1856 parchased 
the tract now used upon the trusts 
origivally declared—that is to say 
a barial ground for ail denomina- 
tions of colored people. | 

It is contended by the sarviving 
trustee and those in interest with | 
him that all profits and proceeds 
arising from the sale of lots, togeth- 
er with fees for interments, Se., 
belong absolutely to the original 
members of the Association, free
